Nutrition Laboratory Studies on 


Edema - Anemia 


Extension Workers Meet | 


A Challenge | 


Both Articles Below By R. W. Engel, Animal Nutritionist 


A.P.}. Agricultural 


RECENT studies in the Laboratory of 
Animal Nutrition at the A.P.I. Agricul- 
jural Experiment Station reveal that 
when choline is lacking in the diet or 
rats, they get anemia. This is a disease 
- jn which there are not enough red blood 
cells in the blood for good health. If 
the diet contains plenty of good protein, 
the anemia does not show up, because 
certain parts of proteins can substitute 
- for choline. 
Another finding, and perhaps one 
. of even greater importance, is that 
rats getting diets lacking in choline 
and low in protein develop edema as 
well as anemia. Edema is a disease in 
which water leaks out of the body 
tissues or cells and collects in the 
large spaces in the body, such as the

chest cavity or the abdominal cavity. 
The water also collects under the 
skin so that people with this disease 


often have swollen legs or arms. This - 


disease has beén studied for many 
years and has often been observed to 
occur when people don’t get enough to 
eat, as in famines as a result of crop 
failures and in war prisoners or war 
impovished civilian populations. 

It has been known for some time that 
people with this disease get well when 
given enough good foods, particularly 
good protein foods. In the laboratory at 
Auburn it has been found that this dis- 
ease can be prevented in rats getting 
relatively small amounts of protein pro- 
vided there is plenty of choline in the 
diet.

in the hind quarters. It appeared that 
the paralysis was caused by pressure 
on the spine when the “kinks” in the 
backbone became really bad. 


If the poisonous material was not 
put into the ration until the rats were 
nearly grown, the curves in the back- 
bones never became really bad; but all 
the animals got stiff joints, especially 
in the knees. As this ailment became 
worse, the animals were finally un- 
able to move the knee joint, so their 
hind legs became “frozen” in the 
flexed or bent position.

IN AN emergency as in normal times 
the work of county and home demon- 
stration agents goes on. They must be 
equal to the occasion, whatever it may 
be, whenever and wherever it arises.

weevils appeared in cotton fields and 
began destroying the plants. It was an 
emergency, first, in that weeviis were 

highly destructive, and, second, noth- 
ing like it had ever occurred before. 

Entomologists—including our own 
W. A. “Jerry” Ruffin and others—had 
told us that weevil damage was confined 
to squares and little bolls. But not-so 
in- 1950. 

A warm winter enabled an enormous 
number to survive. As they became ac- 
tive they became hungry, exceedingly 
so. With no squares or bolls they ate 
the plants.

ALL OVER America, all over the world, 
men and women of Auburn are striving 
to reach our goal of $100,000 before 
June 30, this year.

THIS month we devote “Do You Re- 
member?" space to an excerpt from a 
letter which we have received from 
Alumnews Contributing Editor Jesse W. 
Boyd, ‘00. Mr. Boyd writes about the 
Auburn of 60 years ago: 

Mr. Harry M. Davis 

Editor, The Auburn Alumnews 
Auburn, Alabama 

Dear Mr. Davis: 

Sixty years ago, back in 1890; we 
had a brand-new Main Building of 
which we were proud. It was completed 
in 1889 on the same site as occupied by 
the ante-bellum building destroyed by 
fire on an early summer morning in 
1887. 

During the years the Main Building 
(Samford Hall) was being constructed, 
my most vivid remembrance was the 
noon hour, when the colored workmen 
played marbles. Such ‘expert shooting 
I had never seen. Then one of them 
would ¢lear the ring in one shot. Such 
shouting! You could hear those colored 
men yell halfway to Wright’s Mill.... 

Dr. Broun (A.P.I. president at that 
time) was already planting oaks. . 

I caught the tree fever from him, and 
as an eight- and ten-year-old boy 
planted pecan trees all over the Boyd 
place just south of Main Building. ...

COMMENCEMENTS at Langdon Hall 
were great occasions. Now, what do I 
remember most clearly about those far- 
off days of around 1890? Was it the 
words of wisdom as spoken by dis- 
tinguished speakers from the rostrum 
of Langdon Hall? No. What I remember 


most clearly were the crowds of pretty 
girls. Wasp waists and tight lacing were 
decreed by fashion. No mere man could 
have stood such torture. A few of them 
fainted—not many. Rest their souls. 
They were good sports, and pretty. 

For commencement dances . . . most 
of the girls had to. be imported from 
near by cities. Lots of families in Aub- 
urn then would not let their daughters 
attend dances. 


Back in those days the town auth- 
orities began installing some street- 
lights. This action greatly angered 
some of the cadets, as they wanted 
dark streets to cover their unautho- 
rized wandering at night. Many a 
speed record was made escaping from 
the vicinity of the officer of the day 
during night hours. ~ 


One morning... every oak tree on 
the walk just east of the campus was 
loaded down with strings of biscuits— 
each string being labeled with a board- 
ing house name. 


Going to Church 


ON SUNDAY morning the cadets lined 
up on the walk running east from the 
front entrance of Langdon Hall. The ad- 
jutant gave the. following orders:

Back in those early days the lite- 
rary societies, Websterian and Wirt, 
with their debates, were a powerful in- 
fluence on College life—most instruet- 
ive and valuable. In the early ’90s, 
athletics came in with a rush. Debating 
and literary societies began to wither on 
the vine. Streamlined athletics pushed 
the debaters over the brink. ... A 
great pity, and a great loss.
